TICKET HOLDER CHARGED 


Rather bad luck befell Sin Tu- 
tak, a clerk, who, although in pos- 
yession of a complimentary ticket 
for the Yee. Wan Girls’ School 
performince at the Star Theatre 
yesterday, waa refused entrance 
. by the tieket’ collector on account 
of over-crewding. This, apparent- 
ly, annoyed him, and a fight en- 
sued in Peking Road. The ticket 
collector got the worst of the en- 
counter, ani his, cyexlasses were 


smashed. 


The row was settled’in the Kow:! 


toon Magistraey this morning’ by 
Mr. T, S. Whyte-Smith, who cau- 
tioned the defendant and ordered 
him to pay $10 as compensation to 
the ticket collector, 
Pushed Him Out 
The clerk claimed that 
ticket collector had no right to 
refuse him and let others in, as 
“he had a ticket, but when he show- 


ed it at the entrance ‘the collec: 
tor pushed him out. 
; The’ theatre employee stated 
‘that he was given special orders 
to prevent overcrowding, “ao he 
had to turn the defendant away. 
» Mr. Whyte-Smith told the collec- 
tor that it was very silly indeed 
of him to ask for the man's ticket, 
and then tell him to go away from 
the theatre. j 
Management's Precautions 
Mr. C. S. Rosselet, Seeretary of 
the Hong Kong Amusements, Ltd., 
and Manager of the Star Theatre, 
informed his Worship thatthe 
' ticket collectors of the theatre had 
been personally cautioned by, In- 
spector Aris some days. ago, and 
since then the 
taken every possible precaution 
agninst over - crowding.¢ The 
cinema; had no control over the 
distribution of these compliment- 
ary tickets, because the head- 
»masters of the schools who made 
use of the theatre for prize giv- 
ing and so on, issued about 1,000 
tickets when the capacity of the 
house was only 600, so the fault 
lay with them,

ATTACK DESCRIBED CHINESE FIRMS, MISFORTUNE 


VIVID STORY TOLD TO COURT 
BY MR. DE MELLO 


The three Hoklos charged with the 
murder of Mr. Woolward and: Khail 
Singh, and with assault with intent 
to commit a piracy ou board the 
Douglas 3.8. Huiching, made another 
appearance before Mr, E, W, Hamilton 
at the Central Magistracy this’ morn- 
ing. 

My. Hnmilton noticed that the third 
accused, who was rivently discharged 
rom thesGovernment Civil [ospital, 
was looking very il, and directed that 
he be allowed to sit in the dock. 

Evidence was given this morning by 
ne A. Al de Mello, third engineer 
of the Haiching, He said that he had 
teen with the Douglas Co., for about 
\ ive yenrs, the last two of which were 
spent ‘on the Haiching, He spoke 
Cantonese Ruently avd understood 
Hoklo. . 


Firing on Deck 


At midnight on December 7-8, he 
‘ook the engine-s0om watch, and every 
thing went well until about 1 a.m, 
Iwhen he heard firing on the movin deck. 
He immediately communicated with the 
second officer on the bridge, through 
the spenking tube and asked him what 
was the matter, Seon after, the en- 
vine-room was invaded by four or five 
Chinese, all armed with revolvers. Ho 
also paticed that’ one of them had “a 
sort of carbine.” 

At the point of the gun the men 
forced witness ‘to stop the main en- 
gine, They then demanded kerosene. 
Witness played for time by indicating 
the shaft tunnel, whereupon tho pir- 
ates became angry and threatened to 
shoot. Then the greaser (Chan Fo) 
showed the pirates the kerosene tank. 
They Iroke off the tap and sect fire to 
the kerosene, which trickled out. 

Dynamo Stopped | 

By the Magistrre: 
ably thought that by setting fire amid- 
ship they would be able to drive the de- 
fenders from the bridge. They prob- 
xbly knew already that their coup was 
not successful, but they had not yet 
riven up hope of getting control, 

Continuing, witness said that’ the 
pirates then told him to stop the 
dyrmmo, and the ship was plunged in 
darkness, After this the pirates order- 
ed witness to take them to the bridge, 
meaning to use him as a shield against 
the fire from the bridge. 


Accused Recognised 


Tlie only exit from the engine- room 
to the bridge was up to the spar deck, 
opposite the wireless operator’a room, 
along the alleyway on the starboard 
eide. 

On the way to che bridge witness 
passed three or four, men, whom he 
Presumed were pirates. On reaching 
the Chief .OMcer’s room, the pirate 
immediately behind witness shone hia 
torchlight at the door of the room and 
there witness saw a man whom ‘he 
afterwards {dentified os the first accus- 
ed, who, after the piracy, was taken 
out from under the lifebelt locker by 
sailors of H.M.S. Sterling. 

Tho witness also identified the third 
accused, who was one of the men who 
entered the engine-room, he was bleed- 
ing from a flesh wound on his leg, 
and there was also blood on his hand. 


A New Theory 

Mr. “Andrewes replied that the new 
theory was that after coming out of the 
engine-room the third accused had 
Joined in the attack on the bridge on 
the forward spar deck, and as he had 
a wound on the top of his left shoulder, 
it looked as if he had been shot by 
Captain Farrar, who vas using a Win- 
chester rifle, and the bullet taken 
from the man’s ahoulder was a Win- 
chester bullet. It was probable. now 
that third accused was. not shot by the 
guard Khail Singh. ‘After. Being 
wounded he had probably crawled to 
the guards’ room where he was found. 


Man “Went ‘Flying 


Proceeding with his evidence, Mr. 


de Mello said that at, the end of the 
starboard alleyway, he shouted to’ the 
second. officer, Mr. Johnson, on the 
bridge, not to firc., but to’ guard hia

Not in the Ordinance 


According to the prosecution, Capt. 
Collum was said to have 88 cases of 
firecrackers on board, and when the 
vessel urrived at Hong Kong, she pro- 
eveded to her usual mooring place ine 
stead of tying up at the Dangerous 
Goods Anchorage. 

For the defence, Mr, Marton’ argued 
that fire-crackers were not specifically 
mentioned in the Ordinance under 
which the charges were framed. 

The Magistrate polnted out that gun- 
powder was mentioned. 

Mr. Marton said that what the Ordin- 
ance ceally meant was gunpowder in 
its natural form or in barrels, and had 
no teference to fire-crackers, Further- 
more, it was and had always been the 
custom for vessels to carry such goods 
from Canton at this time of the year, 
'These vessels had always been in the 
practice of mooring at their usual 
‘Places and not at the Dangerous Goods 
Anchorage, Furthermore, most of the 
fire-crackers were intended for trans. 
shipment to other ports. 

The case was adjourned until to- 
morrow morning.

A national protest’ has been or- 
ganised at Home against the Bol- 
shevik religious persecution.

to inflame. The persecution in 
Russia has lasted tonger-and has 
been far more wholesale than any 
other persecution of Christians. 
‘Bolasheviat victims far outnumber 
the victims of the Roman Emperors, 
‘and even of the modern Turks, But 
appalling as the ruthless bloodshed 
has been, the persecution is, in 
‘effect, merely the bestial prelude to 
; what may become the most formid- 
able menace to the Christian re- 
Jigion and the civilization that it 
has created since Charles Marrel 
defeated the Saracens at the battle 
of Tours, twelve hundred years ago. 

The religious persecutions «in 
Russia have not eliminated 
religion in Russia. There will 
doubtless be many thousands 
of worshippers in the churches.

women, brought up in the faith and

A generation is growing up in 
the Russian cities taught to regard 
beliéf in the existence of God aa 
mere ignorant folly, and the re- 
strictions of Christian morality as 
intolerable interference with -per- 
‘sonal freedom. This adolescent gen- 
cration has been carefully trained 
during the Jast ten years to be, in 
Herr Fulo-Miller's phrase, ‘the 
,eternally subordinate ecclesia mili- 
tans of agitators and Soviet bure- 
Aucrats.” The have been taught 
to repent Lenin’s words: “To-day 
is not the time to stroke’ people's 
hends; to-day hands descend to 
split skulls open, split them open 
ruthlessly." They sre convinced 
that they are entrugted with a world 
mission. ‘They “have,” wrote. Pro- 
fessor Laski, “the passionate zeal 
of a Jesuit missionary who sets out 
to conquer a new world for his 
creed,”” 

All idealistic considerations have 


been banfshed from their education.| 


They regard the ideal of mora) and 
civic freedom ‘as a delusion. They 
are as completely disciplined as a 
Jesuit or a British naval officer. 
The poetry that they are permitted 
to read comes from the pens of men 
to whom the poet’s business is to 
“socialize rage and skull smashing.”

OF NAVY 


NATIONAL SECURITY: A BASIS 
OF AGREEMENT 


“CHATS WITH MR, HOOVER 


At a meeting of the. 1912 Club 
held -recently in London, Rear-Ad- 
miral A. E. Taylor give an address, 
in- the course of which he said he 
was very uneasy at the attitude 
which Mr: Ramsay MacDonald and 
his Government were taking up to- 
ward our first ine’ of. defence, and 
concentrating on that, and that 
alone, 

The League of Nationa disarma- 
ment clatise stated as a definite basis 
for reduction of armaments, the te- 


}duction of naval, military, and air 


forces to that level which will en- 
sure national safety. “Would it not 
be a just and equitable thing,” he 
asked, “for us to say that any 
further reductions in our naval 
forces will be contingent on a pro- 
portionate reduction in the military 
and air forres of the Continent? , 
In the Dark 

“We are entirely in the dark a3 
to what the Prime Minister has com- 
mitted the country to in his con- 
versations with President Hoover 
and the American Ambassador in 
London, but one thing stands out 
quite clearly, and that is that he 
has agreed that the United States 
shall have a navy in all its branches 
of an equality with us. Often I have 
heard people who ought to know 
better state that we accepted tha 
basis of equality’ at Washington, 
We did nothing of the kind, we ac- 
cepted equality in heavy ships only 
Heavy ships and cruisers have very 
different functlons to perform, and 
whilst we could agree to an equality 
in the former case it does not in the 
lenst follow that we can do so in the 
latter.’ ‘ 

No Logical Argument . 

“The United States cannot give a 
logical argument showing that there, 
is an equality of national respon- 
sibility between us, and as far as 
international) responsibility is con- 
cerned that: ls the one thing Amer- 
ica will not undertake. My - point 
is that all this talk of equality is 
wrong and that countries should 
state what their needs are for na- 
tional security and endeavour to 
bring about 4 solution on that ‘basis 

“It fa fatuous for a politician or 
any layman to dogmatise on such a 
difficult and’ complicated matter. 
Material and scientific developments 
affect the naval tactics, and as these: 
are continually changing and pro- 
gressing, 80 must naval tactics be 
in a continual state of development 
and amendment, and only the expert 
can appreciate the effect these 
developments must have upon tho 
type and strength of forces. In 1914 
we had 114 crulsers, and that num- | 
ber proved Insufficient. We have 
now 62 cruisers, and of that number 
26 were completed previous to! the 
end of the war, and in consequence 
of the arduous work done during the 
war have had their lives shortened 
consideradly. . _ 

“Lord Jellicoe stated two years 
ago that we required 75 cruisers, o€ 
which 26 are required for work with 
the battle fleet, leaving only 60 to 
safeguard $0,000 miles of trade 
routes. "Now we are told that 50 


$3 to be the total number allotted 


to us. I think the country. ought to 
know what is the basia'on which this 
number 50 has been arrived at and 
how it-has been possible in two 
years to reduce the number by one- 
third without sacrificing our 
security.” '

. Benefits to Science . 

All over Great Britain, and also 
at fpreign stations, R.A.F. pilots aro 
frequently called upon to report 
upon meteorological ' conditions at 
different heights. Automatically 
recording instruments ‘are often 
used; and in the near future develop- 
‘ments now in progress will lead to 
a’ considerable improvement and ‘ex« 
tension of automatic — observation, 
with the regult that more continuous 
‘records will be obtainable for the 
use of the meteorological staff. The 
pilots ‘engaged on high altitude 
experimental flights, and those 
selected. for their special capabill- 
‘ties, and working at Farnborough,

ISLAM AND MODERNITY

All who would wish to understand the role of Great Britain in 
the Eaxt, and especially in India, should have a clear idea of three 


faets:— 


(1) How the carrying of Eastern commodities to Europe 


passed into the hands of Western nations; : 
(2) How these commodities, which formerly comprised only 


luxuries such as silk- 


necessities of life; 


and spices, came to Include the 


(3) How, in turn, the East became dependent on necessities 
_ imported from the West. : 
The merchandise of the East down to the beginning of the 


sixteenth century was carried to 


‘Mediterranean ports by the mer- 


chants of the East, and thence by sea in European vessels. However 
great this traffic was, the European traders had no interest in the 
countries where they shipped the goods, or whence the goods.came, 
beyond the establishment of warehouses at the sea ports.. Nor was 
there any exchange of commedities. The silk came from China and 
the spices from India. With the discovery by the Portuguese of the 
all-sea route to India, the spice trade at once assumed a new aspect, 
It was no longer sufficient to have merely a factory or depot on the 


Indian coast. 


Forts had to be built:to protect the factories, and 


men-of-war to be sent to fight the Arab traders who had hitherto 
enjoyed a monopoly of the spice trade from India to Egypt. 


ORIENTAL POLITICS 


It was thus that a European 
nation first’ became interested in 
Oriental politics. In the course 
of the following century the Dutch 

“and the. British followed in the 
wake of the Portuguese pioneers 
and, later on, the French,’ It 
was the establishment of factories 
by the British merchants which 
Jed to the ultimate foundation of 
British India. It seemed in- 
evituble that some Power, with a 
fleet should gain | a predominant 
interest in India, and that the 
Power which did 30 should 
gradualiy acquire territorial rights 
beyond the mere occupation of sea 
ports. 

The West's Excuse 

Having thus established herself 
ag the predominant power in India, 
wand having. practically destroyed 
French influence in that. country, 
it became the obvious business of 
“Britain to protect her high-road 
thither. It was with the landing 
of Napoleon in Egypt in 1798 that 
that country first came ‘into 
contact with modern Europe. ° It 
‘was Napolcon’s _Exgyptian cam- 
palgn, whose ultimate object was 
India, which long before the Suez 
Canal was built led Britain to 
realise that in order to protect 
India she could brook no Buropean 
rival in Egypt. And thus began 
our concern in the destinies of 
that country, a concern which in- 
creased a thousandfold after the 
building of the Suez Canal. I 
am not proposing to give a his- 
tory of ‘Egypt during the nine- 
teenth century, but I merely wish 
to indicate how the necessity arose 
for our Interference in her. affairs: 
and this gives rise to the great 
problem as to the morality of 
exercising control in one country 
in order to safeguard one’s in- 
terest in another. 

The main reason why . tho 
European’ Powers cannot to-day 
regard with Indifference the form 
of government prevailing © in 
various Enstern couptries is the 
paramount necessity maintaining 
_ & free flow of commerce between 
East and: West. ‘For any break- 
down of the existing system would 
inevitably .lead to an econdmie 
catastrophe affecting the whole 
world, Such must be the excuse 
which ‘the West offers.to the East, 
and it is for the West to learn 
gradually to-do ‘for herself what 


Eufope feels constrained to do si 
a 


_ her ‘at the present'time, It 
quite natural that the ‘intelligentsia 
of the East should entertain feel- 
ings ‘of. bitterness, resentment, and 
even of hatred towards the man 


from the West who wishes to/ 


dictate the manner of his goven- 
‘ment. I think it {a not only racial 
pride which inspires this distike:

blending of Bedouin stock with tho 
cultured people’ of Persia and 
Syria (to which was superadded 
the science of Greece and India), 
reached its apogee under the early 
Caliphs of Bagdad jn the ninth 
century, Since then there has been 
little progress in Moslem literature 
and no advancement in sclence, Re- 
lying on his ‘own books, the Moslem 
of to-day possesses nothing by way 
of selence or economics which was 
not accessible to his co-religionists 
in the ninth century. Only in the 
arts was Progress made—in 
architecture and painting, and so 
forth—but there was no advance- 
ment of learning. Of course, I'do 
not mean to suggest that Islam 
Produced no learned men. I only 
mean that their learning, though 
often profound, was confined with- 
dn narrow limits, oon aoc 
The Arabs and the Persians were 
great travellers (and we must ‘not 
_ forget that the compass came to ‘us 
through the Arabs), but their know- 
ledge of geography was for ‘evor 
based on the traditional sub- 
division of the world into ecven 
climes. The builders of the Mosque 
of Omar and of the Alhambra were 
unable to draw an intelligible map; 
and’ so with all the sciences. In 
mathematics, medicine ‘and botany 
they reached a certain point -and 
then stood still. How are we to 
account' for this strange pheno- 
menon To my mind it is to-be 
easily explained by the reverence in 
which the Scriptures and the tradi- 
tion were held. All Moslems wero 
bound down by accepted ‘theories 
which were so sacrosanct. that it 
never occurred .to the man of 
Science to.shake” off the fetters of 
the past and to set out as a free 
man and investigate fundamentals 
for himself. ‘ 
The colossal conflict between the 
greatest civilised Powers of the 
West undoubtedly changed the at- 
titude of the East towards our ‘fo- 
called civilisation. The extension 
of the war over half the habitable 
globe brought all men down to. a 
common level. 
vaunted progress of the West atand 
for if a‘four years’ struggle were 
possible ‘at .the beginning of the 
twentieth century?” “Surely we can 
Manage our affairs ag well as that,” 
we can imagine the Oriental saying, 
Such ‘thoughts, “while diminishing 


the respect which, however grudging-' 


sly, the East felt for the’ West, did 
not ‘affect his attitude of mind to- 
ward Europedn methods of admini-

COMPARISON WITH ENGLAND

‘SIMPLE AND SWIFTER 
A suggestion that 
features 


some of tho 
of Scottish criminal in- 
and trial should ‘be 
adopted in England is made by Mr. 
William Mitchell, K.C. i 
. The question has arisen fol- 
lowing the resent inquest at Read- 
ing, where (says Mr. Mitchell, 
writing in the “Contemporary 
Review") the spectacle was seen 
“of w man against whom no ‘charge 
had been laid suffering the ordeal 
of a coroner's inquest, where tha 
most iatimate matters of his private 
life were laid bare to the public 
gaze and a devouring Press, He 
left the court free from any charge 
yet with no verdict of ‘Net Guilty’ 
or even of ‘Not Proven’ in his 
favour. ‘ 

“ta it not time," Mr. Mitchell 
asks, “that these endless ‘and over-, 
lapping prozeedings of coroners’ 
inquests, ° police-court proceedings, 
and grand juries prior to trial 
should be consigned to dimbo, and 
the Juw permit a person to be 
charged by an authorized prosecu: 
tor, and tried without these un 
neccessary proceedings, which cause 
needless delays, anxieties, and ex: 
pense ? : ‘ 
Private Prosecution 

“And this is not the only defect 
of the English . system of criminal 
prosecution, for the system of 
private prosecution which still pre- 
valls is out of date and unsuited to 
modern conditions, I do not. sup- 
pose that any theorist will doubt 
that every breach of the criminal 
law ought to be deeméd ‘an offence 
against the State, triable and 


‘| punishable by the State. 


. “In particular, the enforcement 
of law and order should not be left 
to private individuals whose desire 
to prosecute may be hampered or 
defeated entirely by lack of funda, 
fear of publicity, or other causes. 
Yet it is only in the most serious 
crimes that the duty of pursuing 
the guilty is assumed by the State, 
and when it does not do so the 
guilty -person:may escape without 
trial.” a ‘ 

Mr, Mitchell says the Scottish 
system of public prosecution is at 
once efficient, simple, swift, and just, 
and private prosecution practically 
docs not exist, Crime is regarded 
as an offence against the State. 

After explaining the work of the 
Lord Advocate as the head of the 
Criminal Department, the writer 
goes on:— 

“The distinctive feature of the 
Scottish system of criminal prosecu- 
tion is the office of procurator-fiscal. 
His ‘juisdiction coincides roughly 
with the county or sheriffdom, but 
in some of the more populous coun- 
tries there may be several such 
officers, each acting ina separate 
district. The procurator-fiscal is 
nearly always a fully qualified Iaw- 
agent, and his appointment is a 
permanent one. He is, except in 


some small counties, debarred from |: 


private practice. 

“When a crime or a suspected 
crime. arises the fiscal receives in- 
formation from the police or from 
private individuals, and acta along 
with the police, where necessary, in 
prosecuting inquiries, He reports 
the ense to the Crown Office, by 
whom it-is submitted to Crown 
Counsel for directions. He prepares 
Indictments in all cases heard In the 
Sheriff Court, subject to revision by 
Crown Counsel; ho acts as prosecu- 
tor in the Sheriff Court except in 
auch cases as are conducted by the 
advocate-deputy of these Courts, In

terror to life. All preliminaries aro 
carried out swiftly, secretly, and 
fairly. The. public know nothing 
except the facts of arrest and com- 
mitment. 

“The accused's interests are 
guarded from the first, and the court 
is zealous to prevent any irregu- 
larity in procedure. No dragging 
out, before the actual trial, of the 
past history of the accused or his 
actions at the time of the crime is 
possible, Popular prejudice is thus 
avoided and a fair trial is ensured, 
which seems almost impossible in 
many British criminal trials. 

“Another important feature of: 
the Scottish system should be noted, 
Preliminary speeches by counsel 
‘are not permitted; the case begins 
with the evidence, from which, and 
not from counsel's speeches, the 
jury gather the facts of the case,

“Such, briefly is the simple, 
dignified course of the Scottish 
criminal investigation and trial.

That it has 
prevailed substantially in this form 
from time immemorial and still 
commands the confidence of the 
country {s the best tribute to its 
excellence, Surely some of its 
features can’ be adopted In British 
Procedure with advantage, and thua 
remove the objections asnoclated 


with that system of criminal pro-

STUDENTS TO MAKE TOUR 
Canton, Saturday. 

In view of the benefits of the 
Mutual Protection Regulations, 
the Tolshan Magistrate has re- 
quested all the ‘middle achool 
principals tq-despatch students to 
announce these ragulations to the 
country people during the winter 
Meantime, the differant 
‘village committees .and police sta- 
tions have’ also ‘beon ordered to 
give protection to the students in 
their visits from village to village. 

Chinese Emfgranta 

The number of Chineae eml- 
grants in Siam is estimated at 
600,000. But. this number is far 
from being the actual figure for 
the following reasons:—A. The 
native-born ‘Chinese have not been 
taken into account. B, The num- 
ber of the Chineso population has 
been purposely reduced by the 
Slamese ‘Government. According 
to.an 1854 report, the number of 
Chinese emigrants was reckoned 
at 1,600,000. Now, after a lapse 
of about seventy years, the Chin- 
ese can well be calculated as be- 
tween 1,800,000 and 2,500,000, 
taken at a’ conservative figure, 

_ Peanut Oil & Sugar Trade 

Brisk business at Fanshan: in 
native brown lump sugar - and 
peanut oil is being done by the 
merchants upon the arrival of 
large ‘consignments from the Eaat 
and North River districts. A good 
margin of profit is expected on them 
during the end of the lunar year. 

Grounded rice-husks and broken 
rice for feeding pigs are increasing 
{n price, due to lack of shipmenta, 
which fact has resulted in the pea- 
sants’ feeding their pigs with vege- 
tables and sweet potatoes instead. 

Land Proprietorship 

Concerning the voluntary appral- 
sal of land, the following re- 
gulationa have been issued by the 
Land Bureau:— iy 

1 Owners of land that has been 
registered within the period of com: 
pulaory registration are permitted 
to reappraise their land. 

2. The value of property already 
transferred may be rectified within 
a month from the cate of the peti- 
tion for new title deeds. 

8. Within one month from the 
date of issuance of these regulations, 
the value of land that has not been 
registered within the compulsory 
period may be rectified. 

4. Those who have once rectified 
the value of their property are not 
permitted to do so a second time, 
—Canton News Agency.

Trouble arising out of the arrears 
duc to them, the troops under. the above 
commanders mutinled against General 
Li, but were, however, forcibly re- 
organised and subsequently taken over 
under the control of Generals Liang 
Chao-chi and Hsu Chung-wu. 

For this reason and also the lack of 
funds and ammunition, the Kwangsi 
remnants have tried by every possible 
means to avold' an encounter and to 
ovacuate any city upon the arrival of 
the Canton forces, whose recent occu- 
pation of Mengshan, Shekko, Shanchi, 
Kuanling, Shouyen and Laipo . was 
made without, opposition.
